It 18 conceded that to be eligible to 
win a prize in tho show ring a horse ! 
Bbonid bo absolutely sound To this end 
inspection by a qualified veterinary snr 
geuD la indispensable, and if horse shows 
are to take in America tho place they 
hold in England or France some roles 
proTidiug for such esamiuation most bo 
forninlated and pnt in force. The regu- 
lations of aliuobt all tho statu fairs and 
other shows held iu this country pro- 
vide for the inspection by veterinariaua 
of the horses entered, bat they are, to 
speak plainly, never lived op to, and os 
a resol t many an nnsonnd burse has 
been placed at the bead of his class. 

A show is intended primarily to be 
sdocatiooal, but nothing desirable can 
poMibly be tanght by tiio awarding of 
tbe bine ribbon to a borse that is not
